Provided always, and he it Enacted, That before any such Pre- 
sentment shall be made by any Grand Jury, an Account of the Receipt 
and Expenditure of such Fever Hospital, from the time of its Establish- 
ment to the time of the first Presentment required, and afterwards from 
the time of each Presentment till the time when any further Presentment 
is required, shall be laid before such Grand Jury ; and if such Grand 
Jury are not satisfied with such Account, it shall be lawful for them to 
refuse to make any such Presentment* 
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
